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THE STANDARDS BOARD. 
The action taken by the Western 
Grain Standards Board in regard to 


Alberta oats is nothing new for that 


interesting institution. Some years 


ago, when the board was first organiz- 
ed authority was placed in its hands 
to fix the grades of wheat each sea- 
son. And each season accordingly 
the grades were “fixed” in the interest 
of the dealers so that neither ‘the 
Manitoba producer nor the English 
miller knew where he was at frcm one 
season’ to another. At last the evil 
became so great that the value of 
Manitoba wheat was setiously re- 
duced in the Pritish market. because 
of the lack of confidence in its qual- 
ity! thus brought about. Such an 
outery was raised by the farmers that 
at) last some years ago, parliament 
tcok from the wtoard the power 
formerly exercised over all 
grades and limited its coatrol te such 
as were not up to the standards fixed 
by the act. This limitation is clearly 
expressed’ in the section of the act 
quoted in last issue of the Bulletin. 
The! attempt to depreciate the value 
of; Alberta oats at the last meeting 
of the toard was simply a reversion 
to tactics of previous yea:s, the graf- 
ters trusting to the distance of Al- 
berta, from the scene of their opera- 
tions to protect them in their illegal 
ecurse, From the Tribune's report 
it} appears that the action was not 
taken without protest on the part of 
some of the members, noi withstanding 
that mot a single representative from 
Alberta was on it,—nor from any 
part of the Territories, but Moosomin. 
Even the members who were fair- 
minded) enough to see the injustice of 
‘the resolution when proposed, Lad no 
interest in opposing its, passage,—or 
indeed might be said to be prejudicing 
the) interests which they represented 
by opposing it. 4 
The, fact that the grain standards 
board can be induced to give such ‘a 
flagrant decision, discredits any other 
decision that it may give, and brings 
up, the question of the usefulness of 
ite further existence. It was neces- 
sary to take out of its hands the pow- 
er to deal with the higher standards of 
grain. It seems also necessary to 
take, out of its hands the power ito 
Geal with grades a* all. If the gtia- 
tutory grades are not sufficient or 
are not correct they can be amended 
from) time to time, and grain that 
floes not come within their limits may 
very’ well be handled on its merits. 
For the grades to be of value they 
must/ be above suspicicn of being 
monkeyed with, and apparently it is 
impossible/ to have a body of grain 
dealers to touch them without their 
being monkeyed with. The only 
possible usefulness of a grain stan- 
ards board depends on its reputation 
for absolute fairness. Once that is 
gone its work is worse than useless. 
That is the position of the Western 
Standards board to-day, and the soon- 
er it is abolished the better for pro- 
ducers, dealers and consumers. In 
the meantime there should ‘be 2 most 
emplatic protest made to the minis- 
ter of inland revenue by the boards 
of) trade ef Alberta against this de- 
cision. Possibly the best evidence that 
the decision was most flagrant is that 
although for a day or two it was ssuc- 
cessful in paralyzing local trade in 
oats, on Saturday the street price in 
Edmonton had climbed back to where 
it, was on Tuesday before the aciion 
of the board was known. It had the 
effect, however, which no dowbt was 
in the calculation, of checking farmers 
deliveries for three days and so rend- 
ering’ the filling of the government 
contract a still greater impossibility. 
The idea of the constiiutioa of the 
board was no doubt to enlist the ser- 
vices of a number of men expert in 
the knowledge of grain whose judg- 
ment and good faith could be depended 
on. Who, although occupying an of- 
ficial position would be so independent 
of it that no idea of political influ- 
ence, could be charged against them. 


The latter weniilioa is fulfill- 
ed, as also ‘that regarding 
knowledge of grain; ut the 


good faith upon which the usefulness 
of the whole fabric rests is sadly ‘lack- 
ing, as evidenced first in the need of 
taking from them the power to fix 
the higher standards, anti now iby 
the:r scandalous decision regarding 
Alberta oats.

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WETASKIWIN. 

Wetaskiwin has had during the past 
few years, and more particularly 
during the summer just gone as rapid 

a development as an agricultural cen- 

tre can have witbout the dangers at- 

tending a boom. While, fortunate for 
the, town, it cannot be said to have 
boomed, its growth has been phenom- 
enal. That) this growih has been of 
the mature of a healihy progress rath- 
er than an abnormal extension found- 
ed on enthusiasm has probably been 
dao to the rapidity with which settlers 
have been pouring into the tributary 
country. To the west settlement ex- 
tends for a distance of about twenty 
miles, the bulk of the land within this 
range having been already bought 
or homesteaded and a very large pro- 
portion; of it brought under cultiva- 
tion. Eastward the settlement has ex- 
tended. for a distance of over one hun- 
dred) =mniles, the country being more 
free from timber and consequently 
more easily prepared for breaking than 
to the west. The neavest rival tradecen- 
tre to the north is Leduc and to the 
south’ the thriving burg of Ponoka, 
each distant about twenty miles. The 
country tributary to Wetaskiwin in- 
cludes the settlements along Battle 
river, Bittern lake and Dried Meat 
lake. A’ considerable portion of the 
trade, from the settlements south of 
Beaver lake also goes to Wetaskiwin, 
the distance being much less than to 
Edmonton by way of Star and Fort 
Saskatchewan, while the country tra- 
Wersed ty the trail being’ compara- 
tively free from streams offers a much 
hetter road in wet seasons. The rap- 
idity with which this great area. has 
been settled during recent seasons is 
reflected in the rapid development of 
the) tewn, which from a small clusier 
of buildings five years ago has grown 
until its population numbers be- 
tween 700 and 800 and steps are ‘being 
takem to incorporste as a town early 
in the coming year. During thesum- 
mer just closed the growi'y has been 
very rapid, the buildings being about 
doubled in rumber. A year ago the 
town was almost wholiy west of the 
track but during the sast season the 
the east of the railway, until this por- 
tion of the -own contains at least one- 
third as many ‘wildings as the old 
town. Over forty uew buildings have 
goue up east of the track during the 
present year. The new buildings in-

DAILY MAIL WANTED, 

The Bulletin regrets being compelled 
to, again call attention to the ueces- 
sity of an increased and improved mail 
service, on the C. & E. railway. Al- 
though business b2s required the run- 
cing of six trains a week ever since 
last spring we have still only five 
mails, the same number as when we 
hadj oniy five trains, With the in- 
crease of business consequent on ‘the 
marketing of the immense crop of the 
past season six mails are neeaed much 
more mow than five maile were when 
they were granted. Edmonton is not 
the only point interested, Didsbury, 
Olds, Bowden, Innisfail, Penhold, Red 
Deer, Lacombe, Ponoka, Wetaskiwin, 
and Leduc are ail as much interested 
as Strathcona and Edmonton. Now 
that the grain is being handled it is 
moce than ever important that there 
should be daily mail communication 
between this large number of towns 
along the line. The three express 
trains carry 2 mail clerk, but the mix- 
ed; trains do not. As a consequence 
the towns along the line can only com- 
municate with each other on alternate 
days. This frequently necessitates 
men inthe grain business losing al day 
making a trip to the next town when 
a letter would do the work as well if 
there was 2 mail clerk ow the mixed 
trains. The extra expense to the de- 
partment for the carriage of the mails 
by train would be nothing as that is 
already paid for by the bonus to the 
railway. And another mail clerk 
would give the daily distribution. 

The Edmouton board of trade has 
called the attention of the postmaster 
general tg the requiremenis of the case 
on sevetal occasions, so far without 
result. The towns aiong the line who 
are as much interested as Edmonton 
should be heard from also.
